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ACCESS    TO    THE   MANUSCRIPTS. 


The  privilege  of  access  to  the  manuscript 
archives  of  the  Department  of  State  may  be 
secured,  so  far  as  the  facilities  at  command  and 
the  convenience  of  the  office  admit,  upon  ap- 
plication by  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 
Applicants  should  describe  as  concisely  and 
definitely  as  may  be  possible  the  papers  they 
desire  to  consult,  the  scope  of  the  examination 
contemplated,  and  the  period  of  time  during 
which  they  purpose  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
permission,  if  accorded. 

The  privilege  is  to  be  exercised  under  the 
following 

Special  Rules  as  to  Manuscripts  Deposited  in  the 
Bureau  of  Rolls  and  Library  of  the  Department 
of  State. 

I.  Persons  to  whom  the  privilege  of  consulting  the 
manuscript  archives  of  the  Department  of  State  is  granted 
can  exercise  the  permission  only  subject  to  the  convenience 
of  the  Department  and  the  uninterrupted  transaction  of  its 
business. 

II.  No  manuscript  shall,  at  any  time,  be  taken  out  of  the 
Department  except  by  order  in  writing  of  the  Secretary  or 
an  Assistant  Secretary. 

III.  No  manuscript  shall  be  taken  out  of  the  Bureau  of 
Rolls  and  Library,  into  any  room  of  the  Department,  until 
a  receipt  in  form  and  descriptive  of  the  paper  or  volume 
be  signed  by  the  official  taking  the  same  and  delivered  to 
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the  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  or,  in  his  absence,  to  the  person 
in  charge. 

IV.  No  manuscript  shall  be  detained  from  its  place  on 
the  shelves  of  the  Bureau  of  Rolls  and  Library  after  4  p.  m. 
of  the  day  it  shall  have  been  taken  ;  and  no  manuscript 
shall  be  taken  from  its  place  on  the  shelves  by  any  others 
than  the  clerks  in  charge,  except  by  special  arrangement 
in  exceptional  circumstances. 

V.  The  use  of  the  indexes  in  the  room  in  which  the 
manuscripts  are  deposited  is  not  permitted  except  through 
the  clerks  in  charge. 

VI.  The  privilege  of  consulting  the  manuscript  archives 
does  not  include  the  use  of  the  Library.  The  latter  privi- 
lege must  be  independently  asked  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Rolls  and  Library.

DESIGNATION   OF   CHAPTERS.

to  day.

Every  member,  rising  to  speak,  shall  address  the  Presi- 
dent; and,  whilst  he  shall  be  speaking,  none  shall  pass  be- 
tween them,  or  hold  discourse  with  another,  or  read  a  book, 
pamphlet,  or  paper,  printed  or  manuscript — and  of  two  mem- 
bers, rising-  at  the  same  time,  the  President  shall  name  him 
who  shall  be  first  heard. 

A  member  shall  not  speak  oftner  than  twice,  without 
special  leave,  upon  the  same  question ;  and  not  the  second 
time,  before  every  other,  who  had  been  silent,  shall  have  been 
heard,  if  he  choose  to  speak,  upon  the  subject. 

A  motion  made  and  seconded,  shall  be  repeated  and,  if 
written,  as  it  shall  be  when  any  member  shall  so  require,  read 
aloud,  by  the  Secretary,  before  it  shall  be  debated ;  and  may 
be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  the  vote  upon  it  shall  have 
been  declared. 
Orders  of  the  day  shall  be  read  next  after  the  minutes,  and 
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either  discussed  or  postponed  before  any  other  business  shall 
be  introduced. 

When  a  debate  shall  arise  upon  a  question,  no  motion, 
other  than  to  amend  the  question,  to  commit  it,  or  to  post- 
pone the  debate  shall  be  received. 

A  question,  which  is  complicated,  shall,  at  the  request  of 
any  member,  be  divided,  and  put  separately  upon  the  propo- 
sitions, of  which  it  is  compounded. 

The  determination  of  a  question,  although  fully  debated, 
shall  be  postponed,  if  the  Deputies  of  any  State  desire  it, 
until  the  next  day. 

A  Writing,  which  contains  any  matter  brought  on  to  be 
considered,  shall  be  read  once  throughout,  for  information, 
then  by  paragraphs,  to  be  debated,  and  again,  with  the 
amendments,  if  any,  made  on  the  second  reading;  and  after- 
wards the  question  shall  be  put  upon  the  whole,  amended,  or 
approved  in  it's  original  form,  as  the  case  shall  be. 

That  Committees  shall.be  appointed  by  ballot;  and  that 
the  members  who  have  the  greatest  number  of  ballots,  al- 
though  not  a  majority  of  the  votes  present,  be  the  Commit- 
tee—  When  two  or  more  Members  have  an  equal  number 
ol  votes,  the  Member  standing-  first  on  the  list  in  the  order 
of  taking  down  the  ballots  shall  be  preferred. 

A  Member  may  be  called  to  order  by  any  other  Member, 
as  well  as  by  the  President,  and  may  be  allowed  to  explain 
his  conduct  or  expressions,  supposed  to  be  reprehensible — 
And  all  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President 
without  appeal  or  debate. 

Upon  a  question  to  adjourn,  for  the  day,  which  may  be  made 
at  any  time,  if  it  be  seconded, -the  question  shall  be  put  with- 
out a  debate.

The  Friends  of  our  Country  have  long-  seen  and  desired 
that  the  Power  of  making  war  Peace  and  Treaties,  that  of 
levying  Money  &  regulating  Commerce  and  the  correspond- 
ent  executive   and  judicial  Authorities  should  be  fully  and 

effectually 

["exclusively"  stricken  out]   vested  in  the  general  Govern- 

A 
ment  of  the  Union.     But  the  Impropriety  of  delegating  such 

extensive  Trust  to  one  Body  of  Men  is  ["self"  stricken  out] 
evident.  Hence  results  the  Necessity  of  a  different  Organiza- 
tion. 

["evidently  impracticable'-'  stricken  out] 

["It  is  desirable,  but  we  fear  not  practicable"  stricken  out.] 
It  is  obviously  impracticable  -  -  -  -  in  the  fcederal  Govern- 
ment of  these  States  to  secure  ["able"  stricken  out]  all  Rights 
of  independent  Sovereignty  to  each  and  yet  provide  for  the 
Interest  and  Safety  of  all.  Individuals  entering  into  Society 
must  give  up  a  Share  of  Liberty  to  preserve  the  Rest.  The 
Magnitude  of  the  Sacrifice  must  depend  as  well  on  Situation 
and  Circumstances  as  on  the  Object  to  be  obtained.  It  is  at 
all  Times  difficult  to  draw  with  Precision  the  Line  between 
those  Rights  which  must  be  surrendered  and  those  which  may 
be  reserved  And  on  the  present  Occasion  this  Difficulty  was 
encreased  by  a   Difference  among  the  several  States  as  to 

their  Situation  Extent  Habits  and  particular  Interests. 
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In  all  our  Deliberations  on  this  Subject  we  kept  steadily 
in  our  View  that  which  appears  to  us  the  greatest  Interest  of 
every  true  American  The  Consolidation  of  our  Union  in  which 
is  involved  our  Prosperity  Felicity  Safety  perhaps  our  national 
Existence.  This  important  Consideration  seriously  and 
deeply  impressed  on  our  Minds  led  each  State  in  the  Con- 
vention to  be  less  rigid  on  Points  of  inferior  Magnitude  than 
might  have  been  otherwise  expected.  And  thus  the  Constitu- 
tion which  we  now  present  is  the  Result  of  a  Spirit  of  Amity 
and  of  that  mutual  Deference  &  Concession  which  the  Pecul- 
iarity of  our  political  Situation  rendered  indispensible.

Providence  May  11.  1787. 
Gentlemen 

Since  the  Legislature  of  this  State  have  finally  declined 
sending  Delegates  to  Meet  you  in  Convention  for  the  pur- 
poses mentioned  in  the  Resolve  of  Congress  of  the  21st  Feb- 
ruary 1787.  the  Merchants  Tradesmen  and  others  of  this 
place,  deeply  affected  with  the  evils  of  the  present  unhappy 
times,  have  thought  proper  to  Communicate  in  writing  their 
approbation  of  your  Meeting,  And  their  regret  that  it  will  fall 
short  of  a  Compleat  Representation  of  the  Federal  Union. 

The  failure  of  this  State  was  Owino-  to  the  Nonconcurrence 
of  the  Upper  House  of  Assembly  with  a  Vote  passed  in  the 
Lower  House,  for  appointing  Delegates  to  attend  the  said 
Convention,  at  thier  Session  holden  at  Newport  on  the  first 

Wednesday  of  the  present  Month.  

It  is  the  general  Opinion  here  and  we  believe  of  the  well  in- 
formed throughout  this  State,  that  full  power  for  the  Regula- 
tion of  the  Commerce  of  the  United  States,  both  Foreign  & 
Domestick  oueht  to  be  vested  in  the  National  Council. 

And  that  Effectual  Arrangements  should  also  be  made  for 
giving  Operation  to  the  present  powers  of  Congress  in  thier 
Requisitions  upon  the  States  for  National  purposes.  

As  the  Object  of  this  Letter  is  chiefly  to  prevent  any  im- 
pressions unfavorable  to  the  Commercial  Interest  of  this 
State,  from  taking  place  in  our  Sister  States  from  the  Circum- 
stance of  our  being  unrepresented  in  the  present  National 

Convention,  we  shall  not  presume  to  enter  into  any  detail  ol 
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the  objects  we  hope  your  deliberations  will  embrace  and  pro- 
vide for  being-  convinced  they  will  be  such  as  have  a  tendency 
to  strengthen  the  Union,  promote  Commerce,  increase  the 
power  &  Establish  the  Credit  of  the  United  States. 

The  result  of  your  deliberations  tending-  to  these  desireable 
purposes  we  still  hope  may  finally  be  Approved  and  Adopted

Newport  June  18th  1787 
Sir— 

The  inclosed  address,  of  which  I  presume  your  Excellency 
has  received  a  duplicde,  was  returned  to  me  from  New  York 
after  my  arrival  in  this  State.  I  flatterd  myself  that  our 
Legislature,  which  convened  on  monday  last,  would  have  re- 
ceded from  the  resolution  therein  refer'd  to,  and  have  com- 
plied with  the  recommendation  of  Congress  in  sending  deli- 

p 
gates  to  the  federal  convention.     The  uper  house,  or  Gov- 

A 

ernor,  &  Council,  embraced  the  measure,  but  it  was  negatived 
in  the  house  of  Assembly  by  a  large  majority,  notwithstand- 
ing the  greatest  exertions  were  made  to  support  it. 
Being  disappointed  in  their  expectations,  the  minority  in 
the  administration  and  all  the  worthy  citizens  of  this  State, 
whose  minds  are  well  informd  regreting  the  peculiarities  of 
their  Situation  place  their  fullest  confidence  in  the  wisdom  & 
moderation  of  the  national  council,  and  indulge  the  warmest 
hopes  of  being  favorably  consider'd  in  their  deliberations. 
From  these  deliberations  they  anticipate  a  political  System 
which  must  finally  be  adopted  &  from  which  will  result  the 
Safety,  the  honour,  &  the  happiness  of  the  United  States 

Permit  me,  Sir,  to  observe,  that  the  measures  of  our 
present  Legislature  do  not  exhibit  the  real  character  of  the 
State.  They  are  equally  reprobated,  &  abhor'd  by  Gentle- 
men of  the  learned  professions,  by  the  whole  mercantile  body, 
&  by  most  of  the  respectable  farmers  and  mechanicks.     The 

majority  of  the  administration   is   composed  of  a  licentious 
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number  of  men,  destitute  of  education,  and  many  of  them, 
Void  of  principle.  From  anarchy  and  confusion  they  derive 
their  temporary  consequence,  and  this  they  endeavor  to  pro- 
long by  debauching  the  minds  of  the  common  people,  whose 
attention  is  wholly  directed  to  the  Abolition  of  debts  both 
public  &  private.  With  these  are  associated  the  disaffected 
of  every  description,  particularly  those  who  were  unfriendly 
during  the  war.  Their  paper  money  System,  founded  in 
oppression  &  fraud,  they  are  determined  to  Support  at  every 
hazard.  And  rather  than  relinquish  their  favorite  pursuit 
the  trample  upon  the  most  sacred  obligations.  As  a  proof 
of  this  they  refused  to  comply  with  a  requisition  of  Congress 
for  repealing  all  laws  repugnant  to  the  treaty  of  peace  with 
Great  Britain,  and  urged  as  their  principal  reason,  that  it 
would  be  calling  in  question  the  propriety  of  their  former 
measures 

These  evils  may  be  attributed,  partly  to  the  extreme  free- 
dom of  our  own  constitution,  and  partly  to  the  want  of  energy 
in  the  federal  Union:  And  it  is  greatly  to  be  apprehended 
that  they  cannot  Speedily  be  removed  but  by  uncommon  and 
very  serious  exertions.  It  is  fortunate  however  that  the 
wealth  and  resources  of  this  State  are  chiefly  in  possion  of 
the  well  Affected,  &  that  they  are  intirely  devoted  to  the 
public  good.

We  the  people  of  the  ["United"  stricken  out]  States  of 
New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island  &  Providence 
Plantations,  Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pensyl- 
vania,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South 
Carolina,  and  Georgia,  do  ordain,  declare,  and  establish  the 
following  constitution  for  the  Government  of  ourselves  and 
posterity. 

Article  I. 

The  Stile  of  this  Government  shall  be  the  United  States 
of  America,  and  the  Government  shall  consist  of  supreme  leg- 
islative, Executive  and  judicial  powers. 


The  Legislative  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Congress,  to 
consist  of  two  separate  Houses ;  one  to  be  called  the  House 
of  Delegates ;  and  the  other  the  Senate,  who  shall  meet  on 
the  day  of  in  every  year. 


The  Members  of  the  House  of  Delegates  shall  be  chosen 
every  year  by  the  people  of  the  several  States ;    and

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the  qualification  of  the  electors  shall  be  the  same  as  those 
of  the  electors  in  the  several  States  for  their  Legislatures.

in  the  State  he  is  chosen  for  until  a  Census  of  the  people 
shall  be  taken  in  the  manner  herein  after  mentioned.  The

In  each  House  a  Majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do 
business.  Freedom  of  Speech  and  Debate  in  the  Legislature 
shall  not  be  impeached,  or  questioned,  in  any  place  out  of  it; 
and  the  members  of  both  Houses  shall  in  all  cases,  except  for 


Treason,  felony,  or  breach  of  the  Peace,  be  free  from  arrest 
during-  their  attendance  of  Congress,  and  in  going  to  and 
returning  from  it.  Both  Houses  shall  keep  Journals  of  their 
proceedings,  and  publish  them,  except  on  Secret  Occasions ; 
and  the  yeas  and  nays  may  be  entered  thereon  at  the  desire 
of  one  of  the  Members  present. 

Neither  House  without  the  Consent  of  the  other,  shall  ad- 
journ for  more  than  days,  nor  to  any  place  but  where 
they  are  sitting 

The  members  of  each  House  shall  not  be  eligible  to,  or 
capable  of  holding  any  office  under  the  Union,  during  the 
time  for  which  they  have  been  respectively  elected,  nor  the 
Members  of  the  Senate  for  one  year  after.  The  members  of 
each  House  shall  be  paid  for  their  services  by  the  States 
which  they  represent.  Every  Bill,  which  shall  have  passed 
the  Legislature,  shall  be  presented  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States  for  his  revision  ;  if  he  approves  it  he  shall  sign 
it;  but  if  he  does  not  approve  it,  he  shall  return  it,  with  his

To  subdue  a  rebellion  in  any  State,  on  application  of  its  Leg- 
islature ;

To  provide  such  Dock  yards   and  arsenals,  and  erect  such 
Fortifications  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  United  States,  and 
to  exercise  exclusive  jurisdiction  therein  ; 
To  appoint  a  Treasurer,  by  ballot; 

To  constitute  Tribunals  inferior  to  the  Supreme  Court; 
To  establish  Post  &  Military  roads ; 
To  establish  and  provide   for  a  National   University  at  the

seat  of  government  of  the  United  States ; 

To  establish  uniform  rules  of  Naturalization  ; 

To  provide  for  the  establishment  of  a  seat  of  government  for 

the  United  States,  not  exceeding  miles  square,  in  which 

they  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  ; 

To  make  rules  concerning  captures  from  an  Enemy  ; 

To  declare  the  Law  and  punishment  of  piracies  and  felonies 

at  Sea,  and  of  counterfeiting  Coin,  and  of  all  offences  against 

the  Laws  of  Nations  ; 

To  call  forth  the  aid  of  the  Militia  to  execute  the  laws  of  the 

Union,    enforce    Treaties,    suppress    insurrections,    &    repel 

invasions ; 
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And  to  make  all  laws  for  carrying  the  foregoing  powers 
into  execution. 

The  Legislature  of  the  United  States  shall  have  the  power 
to  declare  the  punishment  of  treason,  which  shall  consist  only 
in  levying  War  against  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them,  or 
in  adhering  to  their  Enemies.  No  person  shall  be  convicted 
of  Treason  but  by  the  Testimony  of  two  witnesses. 

The  proportion  of  direct  Taxation  shall  be  regulated  by 
the  whole  number  of  inhabitants  of  every  description ;  which 
number  shall,  within  years  after  the  first  meeting  of  the 

Legislature,  and  within  the  term  of  every  year  after,  be 

taken  in  the  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Legislature 

No  Tax  shall  be  laid  on  articles  exported  from  the  States ; 
nor  capitation  Tax,  but  in  proportion  to  the  census  before 
directed. 

All  Laws  regulating  commerce  shall  require  the  assent  of 

the 

two  thirds  of  members  present  in  each  House. 

The  United  States  shall  not  grant  any  title  of  Nobility. 

The  Legislature  of  the  United  States  shall  pass  no  Law 
on  the  subject  of  Religion  ;  nor  touching  or  abridging  the 
Liberty  of  the  press ;  nor  shall  the  privilege  of  the  writ  of 
Habeus  Corpus  ever  be  suspended,  except  in  case  of  Rebel- 
lion or  invasion. 

All  acts  made  by  the  Legislature  of  the  United  States, 
pursuant  to  this  Constitution,  and  all  Treaties  made  under 
the  authority  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  the  Supreme  Law 
of  the  Land;  and  all  Judges  shall  be  bound  to  consider  them 
as  such  in  their  decisions. 

7 

The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  and  exclusive  power  to 
declare  War;  and  to  make  Treaties;  and  to  appoint  Ambas- 
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sadors  and  other  Ministers,  to  Foreign  Nations;  and  Judges 
of  the  Supreme  Court. 

They  shall  have  the  exclusive  power  to  regulate  the  Man- 
ner of  deciding  all  disputes  and  controversies  now  subsisting, 
or  which  may  arise,  between  the  States,  respecting  Jurisdi- 

tion  or  territory.

The  Executive  Power  of  the  United  States  shall  be  vested 
in  a  President  of  the  United  States  of  America,  which  shall 
be  his  Stile;  and  his  title  shall  be  His  Excellency.  He  shall 
be  elected  for  years ;  and  shall  be  reeligible. 

He  shall  from  time  to  time  crive  information,  to  the  Leeis- 
lature,  of  the  State  of  the  Union,  and  recommend  to  their 
consideration  the  measures  he  may  think  necessary.

He  shall  receive  publick  Ministers  from  For- 
eign Nations ;  and  may  correspond  with  the  Executives  of 
the  different  States.  He  shall  have  power  to  grant  pardons 
and  reprieves,  except  in  impeachments.  He  shall  be  com- 
mander in  chief  of  the  Army  and  Navy  of  the  United  States, 
and  of  the  Militia  of  the  several  States ;  and  shall  receive  a 
compensation  which  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  dur- 
ing his  continuance  in  office.  At  entering  on  the  duties  of 
his  office,  he  shall  take  an  oath  faithfully  to  execute  the 
duties  of  a  President  of  the  United  States.  He  shall  be  re- 
moved from  his  office  on  impeachment  by  the  House  of  Dele- 
gates, and   conviction  in   the    Supreme  Court,   of  Treason, 
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bribery,  or  corruption.     In  case  of  his  removal,  Death,  resig-

nation,  or  disbility,  the  President  of  the  Senate  shall  exercise 
the  duties  of  his  office  until["l"  stricken  out]  another  Presi- 
dent be  chosen,  and  in  case  of  the  Death  of  the  President 
of  the  Senate,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates  shall 
do  so.

Immediately  after  first  Census  of  the  people  of  the  United 
States,  the  House  of  Delegates  shall  apportion  the  Senate  by

2.  Resolved,  that  in  addition  to  the  Powers  vested  in  the 
United  States  in  Congress  by  the  present  existing  Articles 
of  Confederation,  they  be  authorized  to  pass  Acts  for  raising 
a  Revenue  by  levying  a  Duty  or  Duties  on  all  goods  and 
Merchandise  of  foreign  growth  or  manufacture  imported 
into  any  part  of  the  United  States, — by  Stamps  on  Paper 
Vellum  or  Parchment, — and  by  a  Postage  on  all  Letters  and 
Packages  passing  through  the  general  Post  Office.  To  be 
applied  to  such  federal  purposes  as  they  shall  deem  proper  & 
expedient ;  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  collection 
thereof,  and  the  same  from  time  to  time  to  alter  and  amend, 
in  such  manner  as  they  shall  think  proper.
